APPEASEMENT — Early 
in 
the y ear a little confid ence was 
felt when the Ad m inistration 
took the attitu d e th a t bu siness 
shou ld be help ed . Bu siness ap ­ 
p easem ent was a su bject heard 
continu ou sly , bu t as y et noth­ 
ing has been d one to bring this 
abou t. The recent conference a t 
the W hite Hou se with the Presi­ 
d ent, Mr. Hop kins, and eight of 
the cou ntry ’s most p rom inent 
bu siness men, was a d isap p oint­ 
m ent. Nothing was gained and 
Mr. Hop kins’ statem ent th a t this 
grou p knew v ery little more 
abou t w hat the cou ntry need ed 
than d id a grou p of u nemp loy ed , 
su mmed u p the A d m inistration’s 
reaction to this meeting. If the 
ablest lead ers in American bu si­ 
ness life, with y ears of ex p eri­ 
ence, cou ld bring abou t no d e­ 
finite p lan from the A d m inistra­ 
tion, then bu siness is in for a d is­ 
ap p ointm ent. Confid ence is need ­ 
ed to bring abou t a real recov ery .

W ashington, Ju ne 14 (JP)—The 
fed eral 
commu nications 
com­ 
mission asked congress tod ay to 
giv e it ad d itional control ov er the 
$6 ,000,000,000 telep hone ind u stry , 
bu t toned d own some of the 
p rev iou sly -p u blished recommen­ 
d ations of one of its members. 
The rep ort, ap p rov ed by all 
sev en 
commissioners, 
om itted 
some of the most far-reaching 
su ggestions of Commissioner Pau l 
A. Walker, who d irected a two- 
y ear inv estigation of the ind u s­ 
try a t a cost of $1,5 00,000. 
Among W alker’s recom m end a­ 
tions not inclu d ed was one u rg­ 
ing th a t the FCC be au thorized 
“to rev iew, ap p rov e, or d isap ­ 
p rov e all Bell p olicies and p rac­ 
tices p romu lgated by the central 
m anagem ent 
grou p ” 
of 
the 
American Telep hone and Tele­ 
grap h comp any . 
Desp ite the su bstantial rev i­ 
sion 
of his 
p rop osed 
rep ort, 
W alker ex p ressed 
gratification 
th a t the commission ap p rov ed 
it “in p rincip le, and largely in 
su bstance.” 
M ajor recommend ations of the 
commission inclu d ed : 
1. T hat the FCC be au thorized 
to p rescribe basic cost accou nt­ 
ing m ethod s for the W estern 
Electric comp any , d escribed as 
the “m anu factu rer and su p p lier” 
for the v ast Bell sy stem. ^ 
2. T hat the FCC be giv en ju r­ 
isd iction ov er the issu ance or re­ 
fu nd ing of secu rities by tele­ 
p hone comp anies su bject to its 
ju risd iction. 
3. T hat the FCC be au thorized 
to p rohibit the aband om ent of 
any interstate line op erated by 
any firm su bject to its ju risd ic­ 
tion. 
4. T hat the filing w ith the 
FCC of ap p lications for consol- 
d ation of telep hone comp anies 
je m and atory , instead of op tion­ 
al, as a t p resent. 
5 . T hat FCC ap p rov al be re­ 
qu ired for all acqu isitions by one 
comp any of the stock of another

On this, the 16 2nd anniv ersary 
of the ad op tion of th e Stars and 
Strip es as the American flag, the 
p iece of bu nting th a t insp ired 
Francis Scott Key to write the 
national anthem isn’t ex actly 
u nscathed . 
Tru e, there are a few p enetra­ 
tions d escribed as bu llet holes, 
bu t those are nothing comp ared 
to the jagged sp ots which are 
m onu m ents to the obesity of for­ 
gotten moths. 
The forage on the famou s flag 
by insects is a t an end , howev er, 
now th a t it has come u nd er the 
carefu l 
gu ard ianship 
of 
the 
Sm ithsonian Institu tion. 
The institu tion got the Star 
Sp angled Banner from Eben Ap ­ 
p leton of New York, grand son of 
Col. George Armistead , the he­ 
roic command er of Ft. McHenry , 
Baltimore. 
It was in sad shap e, and in ad ­ 
d ition it had been m ou nted the 
wrong way — the stars to the 
right as y ou look a t it. This has 
em barrassed 
the 
Sm ithsonian 
ev er since. 
Ex p erts had it moth-p roofed 
and firep roofed and then p u t it 
u nd er a hu ge glass case 40 by 32 
feet, which, incid entally , isn’t 
locked . 
The S tar Sp angled Banner has 
nev er been one of the institu ­ 
tion’s m ost su ccessfu l p ossessions 
becau se—strange to say —-Amer­ 
icans won’t believ e it’s the orig­ 
inal. 
The S tar Sp angled B anner was 
the work of Mrs. Mary Pickers- 
gill of Baltimore. She receiv ed 
$40 5.9 0.

An ou t of cou rt settlem ent 
end ed a trial in the $15 ,000 d am ­ 
age su it of Josep h E. Bu rton 
against Oliv er C. Steele in Ru sh 
circu it cou rt Tu esd ay afternoon. 
Annou ncement of the agree­ 
m ent was mad e a t 2:30 o’clock as 
the p laintiff’s case was comp let­ 
ed . The ju ry which had been 
hearing the case was then d is­ 
missed . Sp ecial Ju d ge John Craig 
of Greensbu rg was hearing the 
case. 
Trial in the su it, which was 
v enu ed here from Henry cou nty , 
op ened Mond ay morning. The 
case had been on the local cou rt 
d ocket fiv e y ears and was m ark­ 
ed by m any continu ances. 
Trial d ate for Henry Sm ith of 
New Castle, who is charged with 
being an accessory before the 
fact in grand larceny , has been 
set for Ju ly 24 by Ju d ge William 
F. M arshall. Smith, still u nable 
to p rov id e bond , rem ains in jail 
here althou gh he is try ing to 
raise bail. 
M id -Continent Petroleu m cor­ 
p oration was giv en ju d gm ent on 
accou nt against John A. Knecht. 
The ju d gm ent was for $18 8 .8 2, 
p lu s $10.38 interest and costs. 
Sent here on a change of v en­ 
u e from Hancock cou nty , a d i­ 
v orce su it of Charles W. Stone- 
king against Joan Stoneking was 
d ocketed . 


continu ed , wou ld d isclose that 
the ap p licants were read y to 
raise 75 p er cent on abou t $5 00,- 
000,000 throu gh sale of general 
obligation bond s, tax anticip a­ 
tion w arrants and rev enu e bond s 
to p riv ate inv estors. 
O’M ahoney ’s requ est followed 
corresp ond ence with Ickes in 
which the latter wrote th a t local 
commu nities raised 8 7.7 p er cent 
of their share of constru ction 
costs on 1938 -39 p rojects, com­ 
p ared with only 5 0.4 p er cent for 
the 1933-34 p rogram. 
“Priv ate cap ital,” Ickes’ letter 
said , “is entering the PWA con­ 
stru ction p rogram in su ch in­ 
creasing am ou nts th a t the ne­ 
cessity for making fed eral loans 
to help finance m u nicip al p roj­ 
ects has d rop p ed sharp ly .” 
He said th a t some $5 00,000,000 
of p riv ate fu nd s had been d rawn 
into PWA works since last Ju ne. 
Ev ery time PWA makes a n ­ 
other grant, Ickes ex p lained , ad ­ 
d itional p riv ate fu nd s come into 
u se to m atch fed eral aid . 
“The 
1938 -39 
p rogram ,” he 
said , “ind icated th a t PWA op ens 
op p ortu nities for inv estors to 
take their fu nd s ou t of id le p ools 
and to p lace them in secu rities 
which make p rod u ctiv e activ i­ 
ties p ossible. 
“In so d oing, I feel th a t PWA 
is p lay ing a p art in help ing to 
solv e the p roblem called to the 
attention of y ou r committee by 
the Presid ent. 
“W hether we w ant to take ad ­ 
v antage of this method for p u t­ 
ting more id le money to work is 
a m atter for the congress and 
the p eop le to d ecid e.”

“The sp eaker m u st sp eak for 
himself, bu t friend s in Alabama 
and more p articu larly members 
of the Alabama d elegation wou ld 
seize any op p ortu nity to p resent 
his nam e to the nex t conv en­ 
tion.” 
Hill wou ld not ex p and on this

Is Fou nd Mu rd ered Tod ay In Creek 


Ap p rop riation 
For Nex t Year 
Goes To Hou se 


Ma jo r Fig ht Beg ins Ov er 
Whether Federa l Relief 
Will Use Sa me Old 
Set-Up. 


Cly d e, O., Ju ne 14 (JP)—Sher­ 
iff H. L. My ers annou nced tod ay 
the bod y of 10-weeks-old Hald on 
Fink, rep orted stolen from the 
crib of his home here last night, 
had been fou nd in a creek on a 
farm sev en miles west of Cly d e. 
The child had been missing 
abou t 12 hou rs when its bod y 
was fou nd in Green creek on the 
George Thomsen farm near U. S. 
Highway No. 20. 
Sheriff ty fy ers, who said earlier 
tod ay the d isap p earance of the 
boy “looks like a kid nap ing,” an ­ 
nou nced he had enlisted the aid 
of the Fed eral Bu reau of Inv esti­ 
gation. 
Find ing of the bod y cu lm inat­ 
ed an all-night search after the 


baby ’s 
d isap p earance 
between 
ten and 11 o’clock last night. 
The bod y , its m ou th slightly 
blood y , was recov ered from the 
creek by two d ep u ty sheriffs, Ted 
Pau l and L. D. Kru gh. 
Dep u ty 
Pau l 
theorized 
the 
bod y had been throw n from the 
brid ge. The bod y was d ressed in 
a baby 's shirt and d iap er. A 
bootee and blanket taken w ith 
the infant when it was snatched 
from its crad le were missing. 
~ Coroner D. W. Philo said d eath 
ev id ently resu lted from “homi­ 
cid e by d rowning,” and ad d ed 
“there are no ap p arent signs of 
p hy sical v iolence.” 
t 
Dr. Philo said the blood abou t 
the m ou th m ight hav e resu lted 
when the child was throw n into 
the water.

1940 relief ap p rop riation, carry ­ 
ing the fu ll $1,477 ,000,000 asked 
by Presid ent Roosev elt for WPA 
bu t recommend ing su bstitu tion 
of a three-m an board for the 
WPA ad m inistrator, went to the 
hou se tod ay from its ap p rop ri­ 
ations committee. 
Annou ncement of this and a 
hand fu l of other recom m end a­ 
tions for m ajor changes in the 
relief set-u p signaled the op en­ 
ing of a m ajor fight ov er w heth­ 
er fed eral relief wou ld continu e 
to be ad m inistered along the 
lines followed by the Roosev elt 
ad m inistration since 1933. 
The commitee ax e, its rep ort 
to the hou se showed , was d irect­ 
ed chiefly against the National 
You th Ad ministration. The NYA 
ap p rop riation was slashed frony 
$1^3,0000,000 asked by the Pres­ 
id ent to $8 1,000,000. 
The fu ll farm secu rity ad m in­ 
istration ap p rop riation of $123,- 
000,000 was recommend ed . Ad d i­ 
tionally , the committee p rov id ed 
for earm arking $125 ,0000,0000 of 
the 
WPA’s 
$1,47 7 ,0000,000 
for 
heav y constru ction ap p rov ed by 
the PWA. 
The bill, carry ing fu nd s for the 
fiscal y ear beginning Ju ly 1, to­ 
taled $1,7 16 ,000,000. 
The WPA ap p rop riation rec­ 
ommend ed was $77 3,000,000 less 
than the ou tlay for the cu rrent 
fiscal y ear, which end s Ju ne 30. 
Col. F. C. H arrington, ad m inis­ 
trator, told the committee 
it 
wou ld p rov id e emp loy ment rang­ 
ing from 2,400,od o p ersons nex t 
Janu ary and Febru ary to 1,5 00,- 
000 in Ju ne, 1940. 
# 
As consid eration of the broad 
relief p roblem reached the hou se 
floor, 
howev er, 
members p ro­ 
fessed themselv es mu ch less in­ 
terested in the am ou nt to be ap ­ 
p rop riated than in the long 
range relief p olicies and organi­ 
zation to be d ecid ed u p on. 
The ap p rop riations com m it­ 
tee _ recommend ed 
19 
m ajor 
changes in ru les and organiza­ 
tion of the WPA. 
These were led off by the p ro­ 
p osal for a three-m an ad m inis­ 
trativ e board , rep lacing the sin- 
le office of ad m inistrator which 
H arry Hop kins, tru sted p resi­ 
d ential aid e, held u ntil he be­ 
came Secretary of Commerce 
early this y ear. H arrington, reg­ 
u lar arm y officer, is the only 
other m an to hav e held the p osi­ 
tion.

serv ice two y ears ago, it was in 
the casket which Millman him ­ 
self carv ed ou t of a hu ge oak 
tree on his farm. 
Millman, who d ied in Ind ian­ 
ap olis y esterd ay , told a crowd of 
5 ,000 friend s and cu riou s sp ecta­ 
tors th a t gathered in and arou nd 
the Caanan chu rch fou r miles 
northw est of here two y ears ago 
th a t he w anted to d ie u nrem em ­ 
bered and with “no p reacher or 
singing” a t his fu neral. Howev er, 
fu neral serv ices will be held for 
the well-to-d o farm er a t 2 p . m. 
tomorrow and there will be sing­ 
ing and a p reacher in charge. 
The bod y will be bu ried in 
C aanan cemetery u nd er a shiny 
black tombstone which Millman 
im p orted from Switzerland and 
set u p -in the family p lot. 
And Millman d id not d ie u n­ 
remembered . 
Newsp ap ers 
ov er 
the nation and rad io stations 
told of his d eath and of his od d 
life. 
Two y ears ago Millman had his 
coffin carried into the Caanan 
chu rch by p allbearers of his own 
selection, collarless and wearing 
a felt hat, the farm er leaned on 
the coffin and asked :

It will not be p ossible to eat break fast in New 
York and d inner in Paris when trans-A tlantic air 
p assenger serv ice begins on Ju ne 28 . The crossing 
by air, from Port W ashington, L. I., to Marseilles, 
France, by way of the Azores, will requ ire 44 
hou rs. Time requ ired for the crossing will be 
shortened , howev er, as soon as arrangem ents are 
mad e to fly ov er Sp ain, thu s elim inating an ov er 
night stop at Lisbon.

(Refer to Map s No. 33 and 34 
in y ou r Historical Atlas) 
The close of the World War 
fou nd Italian affairs in confu ­ 
sion. The Parliam ent was noth­ 
ing bu t a mass meeting—a m u l­ 
titu d e of p olitical p arties which 
cou ld agree cn nothing. G raft 
was wid esp read and op en. The 
cou rts of ju stice were a jok e. The 
wealth of the nation was in the 
hand s of a v ery small p ercentage 
of the p eop le. Both the great 
land -owners and their tenants 
were op p osed to more efficient 
method s of farming. Throu ghou t 
sou thern Italy and Sicily the se­ 
cret Cammorra society of band ­ 
its p rey ed u p on the trav eler— 
and no m an d ared testify against 
them for to d o so was to hav e his 
throat cu t. 
Then came the inv asion 
of 
Commu nism that p olitical p lan 
which had u p set all Ru ssia. It­ 
aly was rip e for the id ea. The 
common p eop le wou ld rise and 
throw ou t the owners of Italy 
spid hav e the cou ntry for them ­ 
selv es. Why shou ld one-tenth of 
the p eop le own nine-tenths of 
ev ery thing in sight? Why shou ld 
the rich man hav e two au tomo­ 
biles when the p oor man d id not 
ev en hav e a d onk ey to rid e? Let 
ev ery man hav e a p air of shoes 
and a fine home and m eat ev ery 
d ay . T hat was the id ea. 
Bu t Italy d id not go Commu n­ 
istic. A comp arativ ely obscu re 
Xtaliart newsp ap er ed itor—Benito 
Mu ssolini by nam e—started a 
back fire in the form of an in­ 
tensely p atriotic organization of 
y ou ng Italians, which rap id ly 
sp read throu ghou t the cou ntry . 
Und er his lead ership this organ­ 
ization of Fascists marched on 
Rome—ov erthrew 
the 
corru p t 
and inefficient Cabinet and Par­ 
liam ent—and 
the 
k ing 
was 
forced to ap p oint Mu ssolini as 
p rime minister. 


Since tha t time this rem ark ­ 
able m an has ru n Italy almost 
single-hand ed . Members of the 
Fascist p arty hav e ru n the cou rts 
and the cities and the p olice and 
the army . Commu nists and other 
op p onents hav e been ru thlessly 
su p p ressed —cast 
into 
jail 
or 
d riv en ou t of the cou ntry . No one 
has been p erm itted to talk or 
write against the Fascist gov ern­ 
ment. 
The ap p lication of ju stice in 
the cou rts has become swift and 
stern. Technicalities hav e been 
swep t asid e and the lawy er who 
wou ld d efeat the end s of ju stice 
su ffered the same p u nishm ent as 
the ju d ge who was su sp ected of 
corru p tion or fav oritism—he was 
p laced where he cou ld not d o it 
again. 
The Cammorra was thorou gh­ 
ly su p p ressed —a task which had 
been bey ond the p ower of p rev i­ 
ou s ru lers. It was d iscov ered that 
band its cou ld be mad e 
gentle 
and witnesses cou ld be mad e 
talk ativ e by d osing both with a 
qu art of castor oil—and threat­ 
ening to rep eat the d ose as often 
as necessary . 
Firm measu res were tak en to 
mak e the soil of Italy p rod u ce 
enou gh food , to feed the Italian 
nation. Mod ern farm imp lements 
and mod em farm ing method s 
were forced u p on the p easants. 
Marsh land s were d rained 
at 
p u blic 
ex p ense. 
Imp ov erished 
land s were fertilized . Large es­ 
tates were cu t u p into small 
farms. Increased imp ort tax es on 
farm p rod u cts mad e 
farming 
more p rofitable. 
In the 
m anu factu ring 
field 
Mu ssolini took step s to mak e It­ 
aly self-su p p orting. Raw 
m a: 
terials m ight be lack ing, bu t 
there was no reason why Italian 
factories shou ld not imp ort the 
raw m aterials and sav e the p ro­ 
fit and wages inv olv ed in m anu ­ 
factu ring them. Let the foreign

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cap italists tak e their cap ital ou t 
of Italy . Here was one cou ntry 
tha t had d ecid ed to k eep the 
p rofits of the natibn’s bu siness 
at home. If ev ery Italian cou ld be 
p u t in p osition to mak e a liv ing, 
and hav e a little sp end ing mon­ 
ey left ov er, there wou ld be p len­ 
ty of bu siness for ev ery bod y ex ­ 
cep t the foreigner. And if any 
Italian d id not lik e the id ea—if 
any work ingman d id not w ant to 
work —p erhap s a qu art of castor 
oil wou ld change his mind . 
In the meantime, let ev ery loy ­ 
al Italian woman hav e p lenty 
of babies—for the nex t war Italy 
mu st mak e a better showing 
than she d id in the World War. 
To encou rage 
the baby crop 
there wou ld be a bonu s on babies 
—and the bachelors shou ld be 
tax ed to p rov id e the bonu s mon­ 
ey . 
Strik es and lock ou ts were not 
to be tolerated . Hou rs of work 
mu st be arranged to emp loy ev ­ 
ery 
p ossible 
work ingman—so 
long as costs d id not ru n too high 
for the p u blic to p ay . Nev er mind 
abou t the lower p rice of foreign 
manu factu res. The tariff cou ld 
alway s be raised to tak e care of 
that. W hat Italy wanted was er | 
p loy ment for her own p eop le— 
and Mu ssolini d id alm ost as good 
a job of arranging it as d id the 
French. He d id a better job, in 
fact, when we consid er the d iffi­ 
cu lties of m anu factu ring in a 
cou ntry which has to im p ort 
both its fu el and its raw m ater­ 
ials—a cou ntry whose 
foreign 
cu stomers threatened to stop 
bu y ing Italian wine and oliv e 
oil u nless Italy wou ld bu y an 
equ al am ou nt of m anu factu red 
good s from them. 
No one can tell how history 
will look u p on this man, Benito 
Mu ssolini. Too mu ch d ep end s u p ­ 
on the u nfinished p ortion of his 
career—and u p on w hat hap p ens 
to Italy as a resu lt of tha t ca­ 
reer. 
For reasons of his own he has 
cau sed his nation to sp end m il­ 
lions of d ollars and thou sand s of 
liv es in the conqu est of an u tter­ 
ly black nation in Africa. 
For reasons of his own he has 
aligned 
his 
nation 
with 
the 
av owed enemies of d emocracy — 
a cou rse th^ t was followed by 
Germany in the World W ar—and 
lik ewise a cohrse tha t cost Ger­ 
many all of her colonies, instead 
of ad d ing new colonies. 
If his foreign p olicy shou ld 
ev entu ally come to this same end 
—which might v ery well hap p en 
—Mu ssolini will hav e failed in 
ex actly the same way tha t Na­ 
po leo n Bo naparte failed a hu n-
